The licenses authorize the sale of 
intoxicating liquor, so far as the 
State of Missour!l is concerned, as 
the State has no prohibition law un- 
til next January.

arrests and institute prosecutions 
when the sale of whisky, wine or 
brandy is reported. Arrests are not 
at present made for the sale of 2% 
per cent beer, but records of such 
sales are kept and it has been an- 
nounced that there will be prosecu- 
tions if the courts shall hold that 
such beer is intoxicating liquor with- 
in the meaning of the law. 

The Excise Commissioner's record 
does not show the number of former 
saloons which are selling soft drinks 
only. This number includes the prin- 
cipal hotel bars. Such places do not 
require a State license, and can keep 
such hours as their proprietors wish. 
Holders of saloon licenses are still 
governed, under the Excise Commis- 
sioner’s ruling, by the 1 a..m. and 
Sunday closing jaws.

He will discuss matters with the Sen- 
ate in open or secret session, ac- 
cording as the Senators may desire. 
And the President is ready to tell in 
detail just what has been happening 
in those meetings of the Big Five or 
Big Four or Big Three and of the 
ups and downs of the peace confer- 
ence, of the things that seemed to 
block agreement, of the questions 
upon which concessions and concilia- 
tion were found necessary and ine- 
vitable, indeed, of the whole task of 
compromising the rival wishes and 
desires of more than 20 nations. 


The President is confident. His © 


private secretary was today bub- 
bling over with enthusiasm. 

“Those recenticns in New York 
and Washington were wonderful,” he 
said. To be sure the welcome in the 
national capital was extraordinary. 
No appeal had been made to the 
people to come out to greet the 
President, no advertising campaigns 
had been carried on in advance. 
Even the hour of the President's 
arrival was uncertain. Yet the 
crowds waited until nearly midnight 
and broke into a spontaneous cheer 
when the President cid come. Wash- 
ington gave no such welcome to her 
own troops who came back from 
overseas. 

NaturaHy Mr. Wilson is inspired, 
still the cheers came from the peo- 
ple. Three blocks away from the 
Union Station, 96 Senators hold 
dominion. The Democrats were glad 
the President came back home. 
They needed his leadership and stim- 
ulus. Some of the Republicans were 
glad, too—they believed Mr. Wilson 
never should have gone to Europe, 


‘but should have delegated the task 


to somebody § else. Still another 
group of Republican Senators read 
Mr. Wilson's opening speech and 
smiled. To them he seemed to have 


said the same thins he had expressei 


on many an  occasion—‘‘elittering 
generalities.”’ 

To Hold Personal Conferences. 

There is a class in the Senate so 
much at odds with Mr. Wilson that 
anything Mr. Wilson might sav 
would fall on deaf, if not indifferent, 
ears. Their votes Mr. Wilson knows 
are reachable only through their re- 
spective constituents—out in _ the 


/United States, not Washineton. 


Nevertheless, the President will be- 
gin at once a series of personal con- 
ferences with Republicans. as well 
as Democrats in an endeavor to use 


every argument at his command to 


persuade them to get behind the 
league of nations. Now that the 
treaty of peace is written, Mr. Wil- 
son contends that the league is the 
instrument by which the pledges 
therein made will be preserved. 

To ratify the treaty and discard 
the league is, in hrs opinion, tanta- 
mount to building a house and then 
knocking out the foundations which 
Sustain it. The two are intertwined. 
inseparable and indispensable. The 


|Opposing Senatdrs are familiar with 


the argument and are preparing to 
meet it by pointing out to the peo- 
ple of the United States the tremen- 
dous responsibilities and’ embarrass- 
ments involved in becoming a mem- 


ber of the league. 


Predictions are not difficult to 
make in the present situation, for 
the Senate Republicans are just as 


eager to follow public opinion as the 


Democrats ever were. Neither party 
would run couriter to public opinion 
very long. But the Republican Sen- 
ators don't think the people are be- 
hind Mr. Wilson. If it should be 
demonstrated that they are, the Sen- 
ate can turn somersaults just as well 
as Mr. Wilson. For awhile the Re- 
publicans will endeavor to have a 
reservation in the peace treaty 
knocking out Article 10 of thel eague 
of nations, which would make Amer- 
ica guarantee the present boundaries 
of all nations which sign the peace 
treaty. 
Compromise Looked For. 

Mr. Wilson will argue that this is 
the kernel of the whole business—- 
the keystone of the structure. If 
the people seem to be with him. the 
Senate will not insist, but before any 


demonstration like that occurs an 
expression from the allied Powers 


as to what they would think if 
America rejected acticle 10 is calcu- 
lated to have an influential effect 
here. Reservations explaining the 
Monroe Doctrine will be insisted on 
by the Republicans. In the end 
these will probably be accepted by 
Mr. Wilson and the allies, too. 

The phraseology of the ratifying 
resolution will be a compromise and 


the allies in all probability will sig- 


nify in advance their adherence to 
the text of the resolution so that the 
Senate will not be in the position of 
prolonging the negotiations. The 
situation may prove full of contest, 
controversy and _ friction, but it 
would not be in the least surprising 
if the storm were short-lived ard
